STUFF BALLOT BOXES. 


It Is That or Negro Domination, He 
Declared, and South Has Merely 
Asserted Its Anglo-Saxon 
Manhood. 


Special to the Posat-Diepatch 

WASHINGTON, May 8.--Senator Benja- 
min Ryan Tillman of South Carolina has 
thrown the Democratic Philippine fat into 


the fire. 

He made another violent and vitriolic 
speech yesterday, declaring that the white 
men of the South had stuffed ballot boxes, 
bulldozed negroes, and defied the North to 
protest agginst it or prevent it. He shouted: 

“We have not had any water cures in 
the South on the negroes, but one senator 
said the other day something about (the 
sand cure. I say this from my knowledge 
of the situation, that, when we get ready 
to put a negro’s head in the sand, we put 
his body there, too.” 

While he was speaking and as soon as 
the drift of his remarks became. plain to 
the Democrats, there was the most. un- 
usual and public rebuke of a senator by 
the members of his own party that Con- 
gress has seen in many years. Every Demo- 
crat in the chamber got up and went into 
the Democratic cloakroom. 

One by one théy walked out, except 
Senator Daniel. who was busy writing. As 
soon as he: had finished he turned to hear 
what Senator Tillman was saying. Senator 
Clay went from the cloakroom and whis- 

ered to him. Daniel arose Wnd followed 

“Nay out of the room. 

The only man of the meparcty who kept 
his seat was Senator Teller, who is acting 
with the Democrats. He wrote steadily all 
the time Tillman was on his feet. 

The Democrats were furious. 
harsh language in commenting on Tilil- 
man’s outbreak. They could not stop him. 
There is no cloture tn the Senate. 

He kept within bounds so he could not 
be called to order. 

They could and did show that they would 
not, and did not. approve the speech by 
returning in a body to the Senate chamber 
as soon as Tillman sat down. and return- 
ing so ostentatiously and in such a com- 
pact body that the insult was most marked. 


How Campaign 
Plans Were Spofled. 

A few days ago the Democrats learned 
that it would be the policy of the Republic- 
ans to wave the “bloods shirt” in the 
Benate to draw attention from the hard 
and winning fight the Democrats are mak- 
ing in-the discussion in the Philippines bill. 

There was a conference, and it was de- 
termined to sit quiet and make no rejoinder 
to speeches of this character. The plan 
was to say nothing when the South was 
brought into the debate, but to peer ham- 
mering on the outrages in the Philippines. 

Tillman was the only man who would not 
agree to this program. 
came yesterday. The Republicans sat 
quietly. They were as pleased at the speech 
as the Democrats were angry. 

It will be sent out broadcast through the 
North by the Republicans as a typical 
Democratic utterance. 

Senator Tillman began his speech in gen- 
eral by speaking of the atrocities in the 
Philippines. Then he turned to McComas 
and rebuked him for bringing the South in- 
to the question. He said he must protest 
against such hypocrisy. He asserted that 
the negro was the casus belli of the civil 
war and continued: 

“Wo had gone tnto that fight. cast our 
all into the balance and lost. If you had 
dared at Appomattox or anywhere else to 
have disclosed your purpose to put the ex- 
slaves in charge of the state governments 
and make them control our affairs, I tell 
you here, there would have been a guerrilla 
warfare inaugurated throughout the wood- 
lands and mountains of the South that 
would have made it impossible that you 
should have won in the long run. 

“But with the reconstruction period we 
had seen our ex-slaves, poor ignorant 
creatures, given the ballot. We had seen 
the election held under the bayonet, with an 
un-American majority of 30.000 negroes in- 
jected into the control of the state of 
South Carolina. 


“There are today 235,000 more negroes in| 


my state than there are whites and 300,000 
more negroes in Mississippi than there are 


whites, 


“Ballots Stuffed; . 

Negroes Bulldozed.” 
“When we found we could not overcome 
this numerical majority by any fair and 
lawful means we simply asserted our man- 


hood as Anglo-Saxons, asserting it by what- 
ever means we thought necessary. We re- 
sorted to stuffing ballot boxes and bulldoz- 
ing negroes and defied you to protest 
against it or prevent it. 

‘Where is the man in this chamber or 
out of it who will say we did not do right? 
Let him hold up his hand and dare get up 
here and say so. We had to preserve our 
civilization, our homes, our lives, our wives, 
our children. Our everything was at stake, 
and we asserted our rights to inhabit the 
land we had won from the Indian. 

“You couldn't help it and you can't help 


t now. 

“You say in the Philippines you want to 
emulate us; you want to show your hands 
in dealing with those white people or yel- 
low people or niggers. You have veered 
clear aunt. " we ; 

“You ave boxed the compass an one 
to the other side of it in that you feat with 
the colored race of the Orient differently 
from the way you deal with it here. 

“You say that the, negroes in the South 
are fit to govern themselves and fit to gov- 
ern us if they have a majority, and yet you 
say the Filipinos are absolutely unfit to par- 

cipate in government or hav

MANY VIEW CORRIGAN’SSBODY 


Impressive Scenes Attend the Visits of 
the Devout to the Archbishop’s 
Catafalque. 


NEW YORK, May &8.—The impressive 
ceremonies that accompany the last rites 
of the Catholic Church when the dead man 
is a prince in the hierarchy have begun. 

Forty thousand persons have viewed the 
body of Archbishop Corrigan since it was 
placed on a catafalque in St. Patrick's Ca- 
thedral. It will lie there in state until aft- 
er the requiem mass tomorrow, and it is es- 
timated that nearly 200,000 persons will have 
viewed the lifeless figure, in Kis magnificent 
canonicals, before it is placed in the crypt, 
under the high altar. 

An tmposing procession of i bishops, 
priests, friars, monks and Sisters of Mercy, 
many bearing candles, symbolic of the light 
of faith, and preceded by acolytes carrying 


the crass, the censer and the holy weter 
font. accompanied ‘the body from the arch- 
lepiscopal residence to the Cathedral.

Potatoes constitute nearly 14 per cent of 
the total food consumed by American fam- 
ilies. The popularity of the potato, as a/| 
foodstuff, is well founded, and is due to its) 
prolific yield, superior keeping qualities, 
ease of propagation and agreeable flavor. 
It was introduced into this country at the 
time of Raleigh's voyages to Virginia, and 
has steadily increased in popularity ever 
since. 

Every school child is aware that pota- 
toes are classed as starch foods, and that 
their bulk is made up largely of water. 
The accompanying diagram, prepared for 
the department of agriculture, shows 
graphically the proportion of edible and in- 
edible contents of a potato. It is chiefly 
on account of the starch contents that po- 
tatoes are eaten, and while they are appar- 
ently not economical food, owing to the 
large proportion of water which they con- 
tain, this is not actually the case. In 
ather foods, as for instance, rice, there is 
four times as much nourishment as in an 
equal weight of potatoes, but then water or 
is added to the rice in preparing it 
so that when ready to be 
eaten it very much resembles potatoes in 
the assimilable proportion, bulk for bulk, 
Equa! weights of the two foods do not cost 
ais much in each case. 

Being chiefly starch, the potato is valu- 
able as a source of muscular energy and 
does not serve to build or repair the body 
tissue, except In a very small degree. This 
explains why potatoes are generally served 
with foods rich in tissue-making properties, 
such as meats, and why it is that large 
numbers of the country population of Ire- 
land and Germany are so poorly nourished. 
Potatoes alone are a very one-sided diet.

The miners’ convention made specific de- 
mands for an increase in pay, a decrease in 
working hours, and for weighing the coal 
wherever it is practicable. The operators 
r to grant any of these demands. 

If a strike of the United Mine Workers 
of the anthracite mines is declared it will 
affect about 147,00 men and boys directly 
and between 175,000 and 180,000 altogether, 
the additional thousands being railroad 
men. teamsters and coal handlers, both 
wholesale and retail. It will close 357 col- 
lierios and mine workings which now are 
producing coal at the rate of some five 
million tons a mente. 


THE MINERS IN IN IN CON FERENCE. 

SCRANTON, . May e executive 
committees of the three g tee Be of the 
anthracite coal field, representing al! the 
members of the United Mine Workers in 
that territory, resumed the secret confer- 


ence soon after 9 o'clock this morning. On 
their deliberations much depends. 

President Mitchell wields the same power 
of influence over the miners that he has 
hitherto exercised, and it is conceded that 
the question of strike or no strike depends 
almost entirely on the final decision of Mr. 
Mitchell. 

There is much apprehension in business 
circies all over the anthracite region re- 

ding the outcome of the meeting. Strong 
fluences are at work among the miners 
to prevent a strike, as it is realized that a 
tie-up at this time means a long struggle 
and the consequent paralyzing of business 
interests. Many of the officials of the 
miners’ union are likewise working to pre- 
vent the declaration of a strike. They say 
that if a strike must come,-_this is not the 
time of year to inaugurate it. The fact is 
int out that the consumption of coal 
at a minimum during the summer 
sporithe. whereas, if a strike is deferred un- 
til autumn, there fs a better chance of se- 
curing concessions without a 
of idleness. 

There is much speculation as to what will 
be the action of the union representatives, 
should they decide that drastic methods 
are necessary. 

Granted that no concession will be made 
to the men, the miners’ officials have only 
two moves to make unless they declare for 
or against a strike. 

They may call another convention, fresh 
from the rank and file, to decide the matter. 
or they may send committees of employes 
to the different coal operators to ask for 
concessions. Some of the company officials 
are snid to favour the latter coe as a way 
out for both sides.

GLASS BEARS DONOR’S NAMES 


Congregation That Met Under Tree 
Year Ago Is First to Build Mc- 
Kinley Memorial. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DANVILLE, IIL, 4-2 2.—Danville has 
received a unique set of church windows. 

One of the windows commemorates the 
late President McKinley, another contains 
the business card of a Danville department 
store, and still another that of the local 
union of the United Mine Workers of 


America which in bold letters appeals for 
an eight-hour day. 

Kigat other windows of the most beautiful] 
giass teil no less unique stories of an in- 
teresting church, now less than one year 
old. itis the Vermillion Heights Methodist 
Episcopal Church, of which the Rev. 
Sicphen A. Douglas Mclntosh is founder 
and pastor. 

The meetings of this church commenced 
under a thorn tree May 19, 1901,. The loca- 
tion is a new suburb of Danville, on the 
west side of the Vermillion river. The 
grass iand just begun to start when the 
Rev. Mr. Mcintosh called together a hand- 
ful of zealous Christian persons and inaug- 
urated a revival, the first meetings of 
which were held in the open air when it 
was too cold to dispense with winter wraps. 
After a few gatherings a tent was pro- 
vided, and from this tent has grown a 
brick church building costing  $5v00. 
There are now 100 members and a Sunday 
fifty to seventy-five mem- 
bers, an Epworth League of thirty-three 
young pereons, and a Junior League with a 
membership. There is also an indus- 
training school and a ladies’ ald s0o- 
ciety, all of which h@¥e been organized in 
eleven months. The new church will be 
dedicated on the first anniversary of its 
estabiishment, May 19, ty the Rev. J. C. 
liiff of Kansas City, formerly of Utah, 
where at one time he was one of the most 
energetic Mormon fighters in the terri- 
tory. 

No less interesting than the history of 
this young institution of Methodism are the 
pretty stained glass windows that ornament 
‘the four sides of the building. The Mc- 
Kinley “Ty oe ee is the first of the 
kind that has been set in position since 
in Buffalo last year. It con- 
tains an excellent portrait of the murdered 
Below the pase are the last 
words that passed his li “God's will, 
;}mnot ours, be done.’ Em lematic of his 
Chrisuian life are pictures of the cross and 
the crown. This window was presented by 
the old soldiers in the Danville Soldiers’ 
Home and by private citizens of Danville. 

The window of the miners came as a 
spontaneous gift from the men among 
whonr the Rev. Mr. McIntosh has been ac- 
customed to work as a minister. Embliaz- 
oned in bold letters is the inscription:
